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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

1 . Group I: claims 13-20, drawn to a method for detecting the presence or the risk 
of developing an encaphalopathy in a mammal. 

2. Group II: claims 21 and 23, drawn to a product/kit comprising a support on which 
is immobilized at least one nucleic acid comprising a sequence selected from 
SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof containing at least 5, preferably 6, 7, 8, 9, 
or 10 consecutive bases, or a sequence complementary thereto. 

3. Group III: claims 22, drawn to a product comprising a support on which is 
immobilized at least one polypeptide coded by nucleic acid comprising a 
sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof containing at 
least 9 consecutive bases, or a sequence complementary thereto. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under POT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

4. The technical feature of Group II is drawn to a product/kit comprising a support 
on which is immobilized at least one nucleic acid comprising a sequence 
selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof containing at least 5, 
preferably 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 consecutive bases, or a sequence complementary 
thereto. The technical feature of Group II is anticipated by Benson et al WO 
2002060317 Date August 8, 2002. Benson et al teaches a drawn to a product 
comprising a support on which is immobilized at least one nucleic acid fragment 
containing at least 5, preferably 6, 7, 8, 9, or 1 0 consecutive bases sequence 
from SEQ ID NO: 10 (see STIC results claim SEQ ID NO: 704). 
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5. Group I is a method of use of the technical feature of Group II and Group III, a 
product/kit comprising a support on which is immobilized at least one nucleic acid 
comprising a sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof 
containing at least 5, preferably 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 consecutive bases, or a 
sequence complementary thereto and a product comprising a support on which 
is immobilized at least one polypeptide coded by nucleic acid comprising a 
sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof containing at 
least 9 consecutive bases, or a sequence complementary thereto. 

6. The technical feature of Group III is a product comprising a support on which is 
immobilized at least one polypeptide coded by nucleic acid comprising a 
sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-26 or a fragment thereof containing at 
least 9 consecutive bases, or a sequence complementary thereto. 

7. Groups I, and III lacks unity with Group II because they do not have the same 
technical feature. 

The technical feature of Group II, a product/kit comprising a support on which is 
immobilized at least one nucleic acid fragment comprising a sequence from SEQ ID 
NO: 10 containing at least 5, preferably 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 consecutive bases is known in 
the art. Group II lacks unity with Groups I and III because the technical feature of Group 
II is anticipated by the art and therefore not "special" within the meaning of PCI Rule 
13.2 because it does not provide for a contribution that the claimed invention makes 
over the art. 

Polypeptide Election Requirement to Groups I and III 

In addition, Group III, detailed above, read on patentably distinct sequences. 
Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are structurally different and a 
further restriction is applied to each Group. 

Applicant must further elect: 

For Group III choose the polypeptide from SEQ ID NOs: 1-26. 
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Applicant is advised that examination will be restricted to only the elected 
nucleotide sequence and should not be construed as a species election. 

Nucleic Acid Election Requirement to Groups I and II 

In addition, Groups I and II, detailed above, read on patentably distinct 
sequences. Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are structurally 
different and a further restriction is applied to each Group. 

Applicant must further elect: 

For Groups I and II choose the nucleic acid from SEQ ID NOs: 1-26. 

Applicant is advised that examination will be restricted to only the elected 
nucleotide sequence and should not be construed as a species election. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
